LONDON, June 15.—The draft of the new Irish constitution, made public tonight on the eve 
of the Irish elections, gives—as the document itself states—force of,law.to the Anglo-Irish treaty and 
expressly declares that any provision of the constitution which is in any respect repugnant to the 


treaty shall be void and inoperative. 


The constitution thus embodies connection with the British crown as already established in the 
treaty, and generally places the ,relations between Ireland and the Empire on the same basis as Can

It provides for freedom of religion | 
and conscience, gives free state citi- 
vens full protection against the arbi- 
trary power of courts-martial and ex- 
ends vo parliament exclusive control 
over the armed forces, as stipulated in 
the treaty.

|for cutting snow to make his 
jand for setting traps. In fact the knife 
jie to the Eskimo what the axe is to 
ithe Indian or any one in the bush 
country. 

After his knife comes the sleeping 
jgear. If the man is by himself he 
will use @ deerskin bag, if travelling 
with family, deerskin robes are used 
jalthough sometimes a double sleeping 
|bag is used when there are no children 
Next comes the ice chisel, also a 


jstick for beating the snow from the 
| deerskins, This etick is called tee- 
look-toot, A stick about four feet long 
\is used to find a good place to bulid a 
snow house, by testing the depth and 
'hradness of the enow,. 

His mattress is made of willows all 
[bound and apliced together. Thies 
keeps the sleeping gear from getting 
‘wet, for otherwise the heat from the 
| body would meit the snow. 
| His water bucket is made from 
|deerekin. When he makes a hole in 
‘the five-foot-thick ice he has a piece 
‘of muskox horn in the shape of 
spoon. The ice hole is usu abou 
ten inches across, This is of course a4 
smell hole for thick ice. so he must 
;clean it out repeatedly, To do this he 
uses the muskox horn, which is some 
times attached to a long stick. Thia is 
called ee-lout. He has his stone lamp 
in which he burns deer fat. If no fat 
is availebie he will use moss. His snow 
ehovel is made of wood, trimmed with 
jdeer horn, 
| ‘The sled of the Eskimo is made of 
lwood. Soft mud is put on and when 
{hard it is planed amooth and then 
| water is rubbed over the mud, leaving 
}it with @ thin coat of fce, which runs 
| very nicely so long as the ice does not 
melt or come off, 
| If travelling to a post the Eskima's 
'food will be deer meat jo nhis way 
home tea, bisoults, ete, All his cloth-

London, June 15—(Bulletin)—The new Irish constitution 
was made public tonight, It is a lengthy document of more than 
15,000 words, covering the whole range of British-Irish 
relations, 

It stipulates that if any of its provisions or any law made 
| under the constitution is inany respect repugnant to any of the 
provisions of the Anglo-Irish treaty, it shall to the extent only 
of such repugnance to the treaty be void and inoperative. 

It provides for universal adult suffrage, including women 
who have reached the age of 21 years.
